COAL HANDLERS 


500 Walk Out In New 
Jersey 


The strike of the coal handlers 
and teamsters against a 10 percent 
wage cut spread yesterday to New 
Jersey where 500 walked out in spite 
of the fact that there the agreement 
does not end until Feb. 1. 

Meanwhile the government repre- 
sented by Commissioner of Health 
Wynne and a state mediator are try- 
ing to stab the strike in the back by 
recommending arbitration on the 
wage cut. 

The solidarity of other workers was 
also expressed by the walkout of 300 
coal handlers and 200 captains of the 
coal companies’ boats. These men be- 
long to the International Longshore- 
men’s Association. Ryan, the presi- 
dent of the union, has left the men 
in the lurch, by going on a vacation 
to Bermuda, his second vacation in 
the past few months.

Win Better Conditions 
In Some Shops 


NEW YORK.—Sol Lipnak and K. 
Levine were arrested yesterday in 
front of the R. & W. Dress Co. 253 
W. 26th St., where a strike has been 
going on for the past two weeks. The 
boss with the aid of the company 
union, ineluding Zimmerman and his 
supporters, are attempting to terror- 
ize the workers by arrests, but this 
has little effect on the strikers who 
are determined to. go on with the 
struggle in the shop until the boss 
has been compelled to come to terms. 
Several workers were also arrested 
for picketing the O. K. Dress, 134 W. 
26th St.

Wage Cuts for 


Workers 


By LABOR RESEARCH ASSOCIATION. 
rationalization in the manufacture of jute 
yarns and products such as burlap, cords, twine, 
rope, bagging, etc., has been most marked due 
to the stiff competition with other countries, 
notably India. The nature of the raw material 
and the product makes speed up ail the more m- 
tomes. The industry is confined largely to Cali- 
forgia, Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New York, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania. 
The bale of jute as it comes from India weighs 
400. pounds. This bale is taken by what is known 


n “Datcher”’. who opens the bale and places 


thie heeds on a truck. This prepares the jute in 
small lots so that the néxt operation can be taken 


baling the jute, the heads are hard to separate. 
The batcher has to use hands, feet and knees to 
separate the heads, His whole body is constantly 
in motion for at least nine hours or more a day. 

The operators of the softener machine—the 
next step in the manufacturing process—average 
about 32 cents an hour. This work cas for 
standing in one position all day, using the entire 
movement of the arma. . 

The next d —has under- 
gone a revolution through rationalization. Twen- 


ty-five years ago the average card room was 
composed of slow working small unit machines, 


with an operator, for each operation and ma- 
chine. Today the machines run at high speed 


by a woman who receives about $15 a week. She 
has to stand in one spot using the entire move- 
ment of her arms to spread the heads onto the 
feed sheet. 

Before the installation of the roll formers“ 
a new device in carding—it took eight workers 
to care for six machines. Now three do the job. 
Not only is there 2 saving of labor, but a more 
uniform product.is made and production is 
speeded up.
